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NOTICE. 

A map was prepared to illustrate the routes of Dr. Beke and the 
Mission to Shwa ; but within these four weeks additional journals and 
maps have been received from Dr Beke, which render material altera- 
tions necessary in the delineation of his route. It has been judged 
unadvisable to postpone the publication of the present part of the 
Journal till these alterations could be made. The map will therefore be 
given with the next part, which will appear as soon as the President's 
Address can be ready for publication. In the mean time the route of 
the Mission may be traced on the sketch map of the same ground which 
accompanied the paper of Messrs. Krapf and Isenberg. 

It is proposed that in future the annual volume of the Journal shall be 
published in two semi-annual parts : the first containing the President's 
Address, to appear a few weeks after the annual meeting in May ; the 
other at the re-commencement of the Society's meetings in November.
